Death penalty on 
bishops agenda 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A capital punish- 
ment statement and a plan for more effective 
use of communication for evangelization are 
among items on the agenda of the annual 
meeting here of the U.S. Catholic bishops 
Nov. 18-22. 

The United States Catholic Conference 
(USCC) Committee on Social Development 
and World Peace recently sent all bishops a 
statement on capital punishment. A final 
draft will be voted on at the meeting. 

Other items and reports to be considered 
by the bishops are Christian moral values in 
contemporary society, the priestly formation 
program, and charismatic. renewal. 
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Pope Paul meets Sheik Mohammed Ai-Harkan, Saudi Arabian minister of justice, during 
an audience with nine Islamic high court judges and religious leaders Oct. 25. The Pope 


said of their visit to Rome, ‘‘This shows in fact that Moslems and Christians come to know 
each other better and to like each other more,’’—NC photo 


Evangelization declaration 


Duty to proclaim gospel belongs to all 


VATICAN CITY—The people of God are 
reminded of their duty to spread the Word of 
God, by the declaration on evangelization 
issued by the Synod of Bishops, who met with 
Pope Paul VI here. 

‘‘The duty to proclaim the gospel belongs 
to the whole people of God, gathered by the 
Holy Spirit in the Church through the Word 
of God and the Eucharist,’ states the 
declaration. : 

‘*NO REAL Christian may absent himself 
from this duty, which. he must carry out in 
keeping with his state and in communion 
with his pastors.”’ 

And in a call to young persons, the 
declaration adds: ‘‘We are convinced that 
‘young people—to the extent that they are 
searching for the fundamental values of the 
gospel and are demanding true authenticity 

in conceiving and witnessing the faith—chal- 
lenge us adults and compel us to renew 
unceasingly the commitment to evangelize.” 

Other key passages from the declaration 
following the Rome meetings from Sept. 27 to 
Oct. 26 are: 

‘WE EXPERIENCED the richness con- 
tained in variety. It expressed. itself in our 
attempts to radicalize the gospel in its 
entirety among peoples of differing cultures, 


promulgating in some way the method of the 
incarnation.which God wishes to use in his 
work of salvation through Christ.”’ 

“We wish to confirm anew that the 
mandate to evangelize all men constitutes the 
essential mission of the Church.”’ 

‘Indeed the deeper and more widespread 
that current changes appear to us...the more 
evident and urgent becomes the necessity to 
proclaim the gospel to all nations and‘ to 
every individual man.’’ 

‘ALTHOUGH secularization presents 
some positive aspects, it nevertheless 
inclines to the ideology of secularism which 
completely excludes God from the horizon of 
human life and therefore from the profound 
meaning of existence.’ ; 

“Communication of the gospel...takes 


_place through word, work and life, each 


closely connected, and is determined by 
various almost constitutive elements of the 
hearers of the word of God: that is their 
needs and desires, their way of speaking, 
hearing, thinking, judging and entering into 
contact with others.’’ 

‘*We intend to collaborate more diligently 
with those of our Christian brothers with 
whom we are not yet in the union of a perfect 
communion.

Bethlehem Christmas for those 
on Holy Land-Rome pilgrimage

The first pilgrimage to the Holy Land and 
Rome, sponsored by the Holy Year Office of 
the San Diego diocese, will depart Dec. 23 
for 10 days led by Father Larry Dolan, 
University of San Diego chaplain. 


The trip is intended for anyone interested 
“although the advertisement refers to it as a 
trip intended for students and educators,”’ 
according to Father Anthony Chylewski, 
diocesan Holy Year director. 


THE FIRST of at least five diocesan-spon- 
sored journeys, ‘‘the Christmas pilgrimage 
will be a real dream trip,’’ Father Chylewski 
said. ‘Travelers will spend Christmas Eve 
and Christmas Day in Bethlehem. 


“They will attend the midnight Mass 


celebrated by the Patriarch of Jerusalem 
and walk the Via Dolorosa.” 


He said each pilgrimage will have its own 
spiritual leader from the diocese, and will be 
guided by Old and New Testament biblical 
scholars. 


“A MAJOR consideration” Father Chy- 
lewski said, ‘‘is the total value offered by 
each package. The diocese has engaged. the 
services of two travel agencies who don’t 
build hidden costs into the packages they 
present. 


“The program is not a ‘money maker’. 
Our intent is to make it feasible for as many 


’ of the people of the diocese as possible to 


visit the sacred places of Christendom. 
Pilgrims will ‘get the best - conceivable 
program for the lowest possible cost."’

Ecumenical workshop for clergy 


How do we care for the aged? 


RIVERSIDE—How should we look after 
the aged, in an area of the country which has 
a higher proportion of older folks than most? 


This will be the theme of an ecumenical 
workshop to be held Nov. 13 at the parish 
center of St. Catherine here, coordinated by 
Father Peter Covas, CSSp, pastor, and dean. 


THE WORKSHOP is for priests in the 
Riverside deanery, ministers in the greater 
Riverside ministerial association, and rabbis 
of the area. 


Program director George J. Reinert, is.a - 


member of the Society for Gerontology and 
administrator of St. Mary Desert Valley 
Hospital. Apple Valley. 


“It is estimated that out of the 221% 
million aged persons in the United States, 


2'% million are in Southern California,” said 


Reinert. 


‘““AND OF THOSE, five per cent are in 
institutions or rest homes, while 95 per cent 


are alone in apartments and rooms, and _ 


dying of loneliness,’ he added. 


He said the clergy, in their dual role of 
teacher and practitioner will be examining 
basic concepts of gerontology and the 
economic issues which burden the older 
citizens. 


James Dale, a Riverside businessman, 
who ministers to several nursing homes, will 
assist Reinert. Both are candidates for the 
permanent diaconate in the diocese. 


NO FEES WILL be charged for the 
workshops, for which registration opens at 
2:45 p.m., Nov. 13 at the parish hall.

Liturgical changes have 
brought some ‘“‘fear, uneasi- 
ness, resentment and confu- 
sion’’, but parishioners show 
real enthusiasm for Vatican 
Il reform which was seen as 
“the work of: the - Holy 
Spirit’’. 

That was how the Synod II 
Commission on Worship and 
Liturgy capsuled the re- 
sponse of more than 2,000 
people in 177 groups who 
reacted to work done by the 
commission in speak-up ses- 
sions. The synopsis was 
released as one of the 
narrative summaries recently 
published by the Synod Il 
office. 


Copies of the full report 
are available at all parishes. 


GENERAL reactions indi-. 


cated a need for each parish 
in the San Diego diocese to 
have a worship and liturgy 
team consisting of priests, 
religious and laity. 


Also needed is a Diocesan 
Music Cornmission *‘‘com- 
posed of experts in liturgy 
and sacred music and vested 
with the authority to provide 
parishes with information 
and assistance to promote 
good music programs and 
correct abuses’’. 


Organized study groups, 


particularly Bible study - 
groups, were felt to be 
necessary. “The laity seem 


to say that the Bible is not yet 
part of their lives and they 
wish it to be so.”’ 


SPECIAL consideration 
was urged for parish children 
and it was requested that 


Masses be celebrated for 
them using readings and 
~ structures geared to their 


level. 


**A real place for women” 
was demanded in liturgical 
roles, and excellence in those 
roles was felt to be manda- 
tory for any participant 
‘‘from usher to acolyte.”’ 


Turning their attention to 
preaching, the groups said 
homilies ‘*need to be brief, to 
the point and relevant for 
today.’’ From the pulpit, the 
laity expect “leadership, 
inspiration and guidance." 


PERSONAL PRAYER was 
a much-discussed topic and 
the groups felt the laity need 
the help of priests who can 
explain *‘the nature, meth- 
ods and benefits of praying." 
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‘Uneasiness’ at Mass changes 
leads to call for liturgy teams 


“Christian attitudes  re- 
garding evangelization in- 
volved the responsibility of 
the individual to lead others 
to Christ.”’ 


This was the reaction of 
70S people in 64 groups as 
reported in the narrative 
summary prepared by the 
Commission on Evangeliza- 
tion. Many felt that team 
ministries which include 
seminarians and laity should 
be developed to evangelize. 


MOST GROUPS were crit- 
ical of the present system of 
education children and felt 
there should be improve- 
ment in the areas of Bible 
study, parent involvement 
and prayer life. 

“‘A majority agreed that 
the entire Catholic communi- 
ty is in need of education, 
especially if it is to become 
involved in the apostolate of 
evangelization.”’ 

Over half the groups felt 
the missions do not receive 
adequate prayer and finan- 
cial support, and suggested 
the diocese set a good 
example by sharing its own 
income with ‘‘ poorer dioceses 


- of the Third World.’’ 


TWO-THIRDS OF the re- 
spondents saw a need for a 
diocesan, board to establish 
an effective evangelization 
training program that pro- 
vides concrete techniques to 
both clergy ‘and laity. One- 
third thought evangelization 
efforts should focus on non- 
practicing Catholics through 


the efforts of laity trained for. 


this work. 

‘*Sisters can play their part 
in the revitalization of the 
Church by sharing in all 
forms of ministry, ‘‘even 


those formerly considered 


the sole area of the priest.” 


That conclusion was reach- 
ed by 556 people participat- 
ing in S7 speak-up groups 
according to the narrative 
summary prepared by the 
Commission on Men and 
Women Religious. 


SPECIFICALLY, it was 
suggested that sisters serve 
as extraordinary ministers of 
the Eucharist, coordinators 
of liturgical services, lectors, 
homilists, visitors of the sick 
and as prison or hospital 
chaplains. 

Many laity felt the sisters, 
rather than their religious 
congregations, should estab- 
lish contracts with parishes 
and serve a minimum of two 
or three years. Four groups 
of sisters urged the diocese 
to provide funds for sisters’ 
education, establish a mini- 
mum wage scale and clarify 
salary policy. 

The summary suggests 
that insecurity in planning 
for retirement prevents many 
sisters from ‘‘fully living out 
the gospel message.’’ Solu- 
tions included Social Security 
coverage and diocesan pro- 
grams to help sisters toward 
retirement. 


SOME LAITY suggested 
the parish assume responsi- 
bility for a retired sister who, 
in turn, would serve the 
parish in so far as she was 
able. 

Ecumenism is ‘‘one of the 
most challenging and worth- 
while topics of Synod II,”’ 
and all Christians should be 
involved, according to the 
Commission on Ecumen- 
ism’s narrative summary of 
the reactions of nearly 500 
people involved in 51 speak- 
ups. -

‘Human Rights and Reconciliation’ 


The Synod of Bishops meeting with Pope Paul VI in 
Rome during October dealt with tens of thousands of 
words in statements and documents. One in particular, 
on human rights and reconciliation, won the heart of the 
Pope and he attached his own name to it, along with 
’ Cardinal John Krol and others who had prepared. it. 


It is worth setting out in some detail, to show how the 
Church views itself in an area so pertinent to its mission. 
What follows is direct quotation from the declaration. 


In the gospel 


While the truths about human dignity and rights are 
accessible to all, it is in the gospel that we find their 
fullest expression and our strongest motive for 
commitment to their preservation and promotion. The 
relationship between this commitment and the ministry 
of the Church has been manifested in this synod in our 
sharing of pastoral experience, which reflect the 
transnational character of the Church, her entrance into 
the very consciences of people, and her participation in 
their suffering when rights are denied or violated. 


Human dignity is rooted in the image and reflection of 
God in each of us. It is this which makes all persons 
essentially equal. The integral development of persons 
makes more clear the divine-image in them. In our time 
the Church has grown more deeply aware of this truth; 
hence she believes firmly that the promotion of human 
rights is required by the gospel and is central to her 
ministry. 

The Church desires to be more fully converted to the 
Lord and to perform her ministry by manifesting respect 
and regard for human rights in her own life. There is 
renewed consciousness in the Church of the role of 
justice in her ministry. Progress already made 
encourages us to continue efforts to conform ever more 
fully to the will of the Lord. 


Church itself must be just 


From her own experience the Church knows that her 
ministry of fostering human rights in the world requires 
continued scrutiny and purification of her own life, her 
laws, institutions, and policies. The synod of 1971 
declared that ‘‘anyone who ventures to speak to people 
about justice must first be just in their eyes,’’ and 


failures in justice help-us understand better the failings 


of other institutions and individuals. 


In the Church, as_in other inStitutions..and™ groups, 


purification is needed in internal practices and 


procedures, and in relationships with social structures . 


and systems whose violations of human rights deserve 
censure. > 


No nation today is faultless where human rights are 
concerned. It is not the role of the synod to identify 
specific violations; this can better be done at the local 
level. At the same time we desire by our words and 
actions to encourage those who work for human rights, to 
call upon those in authority to promote human rights, 
and to give hope to those who suffer violations of their 
rights. We call attention here to certain rights most 
threatened today. 


Basic rights to life 


“The right to life:’’ This right is basic and inalienable. 
It is grieviously violated in our day by abortion and 
euthanasia, by widespread torture, by acts of violence 
against innocent parties, and by the scourge of war. The 
arms race is an insanity which burdens the world and 
creates the conditions for even more massive destruction 
of life. 


‘‘The right to eat:’’ This right is directly linked to the 
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right to life. Millions today face starvation. The nations 
and peoples of the world must make a concerted act of 
solidarity in the forthcoming United Nations Food 


- Conference. We call upon governments to undergo a 


conversion in their attitude toward the victims of hunger, 
to respond to the imperatives of justice and 
reconciliation, and speedily to find the means of feeding 
those who are without food. 


‘Socio-economic rights:’’ Reconciliation is rooted in 
justice. Massive disparities of power and wealth in the 


- world, and often within nations, are a grave obstacle to 


reconciliation. Concentration of economic power in the 
hands of a few nations and multinational groups, 
structural imbalances in trade relations and commodity 
prices, failure to balance economic growth with adequate 
distribution, both nationally and internationally,, 
widespread unemployment and discriminatory employ- 
ment practices, as well as patterns of global consumption 
of resources, all require reform if reconciliation is to be 
possible. 


“Politico-cultural rights:’’ Reconciliation in society 
and the-rights of the person require that individuals have 
an effective role in shaping their own destinies. They 
have a right to participate in the political process freely 
and responsibly. They. have a right to free access to 
information, freedom of speech and press, as well as 
freedom of dissent. They have a right to be educated and 
to determine the education of their children. 


Individuals and groups must be secure from arrest, 
torture and imprisonment for political or ideological 
reasons, and all in society, including migrant workers, 
must be guaranteed juridical protection of their personal, 
social, cultural and political rights. We condemn the 
denial or abridgement of rights because of race. We 
advocate ‘that. nations and contesting .groups seek 
reconciliation by halting persecution of others and by 
granting amnesty, marked by mercy and equity, to 
political prisoners and exiles. 


“The right of religious liberty:’’ This right uniquely 
reflects the dignity of the person as this is known from 
the word of God and from reason itself. Today it is denied 
or restricted by diverse political systems in ways. which 
impede worship, religious education and social ministry. 
We call upon all governments to acknowledge the right 
of religious liberty in words and foster it in ‘deeds, to 
eliminate any type of discrimination, and-to accord to all, 


. regardless of their religious convictions, the full rights 


and ‘opportunities of citizens. 


Ri ght to. hope 


As we observe the Holy Year of renewal and 
reconciliation, recalling the great year of pardon 
(Leviticus 25) and the gift of power of reconciliation 
offered us by Christ (Luke 4:18-19; Ephesians 2:13-17), 
we reassert that the Church must strive to be a sign and 
source of reconciliation among all peoples. 


People have a right-to hope; the Church today should 
be a sign and source of hope. Hence the Church offers 
pardon to all who have persecuted or defamed her and 
pledges openness and sympathetic understanding to all 
who question, challenge and confront her. 


We call finally upon. each person to recognize the 
responsibility which he or she has in conscience for the 
rights of others. . 


Keep in mind 


That’s the end of the bishops’ document. And it will be 
worth remembering when next you hear someone attack 
the Church for ‘‘not speaking out’’ on some issue or 
other. Most of the time the Church, through its bishops, 
is way ahead of modern crusaders in speaking out.

Church and challenge 


Pope Paul VI in his closing address to 
the recent Synod of Bishops, called it a 
‘positive experience’’ in which ‘‘above all else, 
the hierarchies have shown themselves 
conscious of their urgent duty, of carrying out 
the apostolic mandate entrusted to them.’’ 


In an age when men are profoundly 
seeking. meaning and purpose, bishops from 
the four corners of the world gathered together 
to speak in realistic and practical terms of 
awakening the world to the dynamic truth of the 
message of Christ. 


They underlined the® responsibility of 
bishops and priests to evangelization. They 
clarified the need of distinguishing, integrating 
and subordinating human advancement to 
evangelization of the mystery of Christ. They 
pointed out the equal responsibility of the 
laity —particularly youth and parents—to 
evangelization. 


This is no dying Church. This is no 
group of bishops out of touch with the world 
and its problems. Their challenge is to every 
level of the Church to recognize the individual _ 
call to live and spread the gospel message. 


We cannot ignore this urgent responsi- 


bility.

God has ‘a plan for us: ‘‘We were 
claimed as God’s own chosen from the 
beginning, under the predetermined 
plan of the one who guides all things 
as he decides by his own will; chosen 
to be, for his greater glory.’’ 
[Ephesians 1:11] 


This providential plan of God gets 
down to particulars: ‘‘Can you not buy 
two sparrows for a penny? And yet not 
one falls to the ground without your 
Father knowing. Why, every hair on 
your head has been counted. So there 
is no need to be afraid; you are worth 
more than hundreds of Sparrows. u 
[Matthew 10:29] 


For us to be.truly Christian, i.e. 
followers of Christ, we must place 
concern for the will of the Father as 
our first value and _ consideration, 
Jesus’ only concern was to do the will 
of his Father [John 5:30]. It was the 
guiding principle of his work [John 
6:38]. In fact, his Father’s will was his 
very sustenance [John 4:34]. 


Yet, in order to will as Jesus willed 


we are totally dependent on God's 
power: ‘‘It is God, for his own loving 
purpose, who puts both the will and 
the action into you.’’ [Philippians 
2:13] 

The most direct way to union with 
God in love is to conform our will to 
the will of our Lord—to wish only what 
God wishes. In fact, a willingness to 
do the will of God is often a 
prerequisite for understanding God’s 
revelation. ‘‘If anyone is prepared to 
do his will, he will know whether my 
teaching is from God.’’ [John 7:17] 


To be in harmony with God's will 
takes constant practice. It is necessary 
to continually will, in faith, what God 
is willing. As we will what God wills 
we become available to the work and 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit.

John Kline (SC, Oct. 10) 
suggests that Catholics have 
become more ‘‘Protestant 
oriented’ and he cites as 
evidence the ‘‘strong 
emphasis’’ on the Bible and 
what he interprets as ‘‘disreé- 
gard for the authority of the 
Church in Charismatic 
prayer meetings. 

It is my impression that 
much of the authority of the 
Church is based on scripture. 
Where is the conflict? Are we 
to continue to neglect the 
study of scripture just be- 
cause Protestants have al- 
ways emphasized it? 

That makes less sense 
than the Protestant refusal to 

_use the crucifix simply be- 
cause Catholics have always 
venerated it. The Bible and 
the crucifix belong to all 
Christians. 

If the prayer group Mr. 
Kline has observed is 
Catholic then it. is definitely 
off-beat and pitifully in need 
of instructed leadership. The 
remarks he quotes have no 
place in the prayer meeting 
and in most prayer meetings 
would not be given a place. 


In three and one-half years 
of intensive involvement. in 
Charismatic Renewal I never 

~ have heard devotion to Mary 
‘downgraded nor the use of 
Statues condemned,”’ nor any 
other comments directed 
against known Catholic 
teaching and practice. 


If these remarks were, 
indeed, made in a 
Charismatic prayer session, 
then Mr. Kline should 
disassociate himself with

such a group and atmitate 
with one familiar with the 
true purpose and scriptural 
authority for the Charismatic 
Renewal. 


Mr. Kline and concerned 
Catholics like him should 
probe. 2thesi truth. zon 
Charismatic Renewal. and

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Preface — Requiem Mass

~ What does ritual mean? 


As women will, we were talking...about 
custom, tradition and ritual and what 
effect they have on our personal 
development and the moral and _ social 
structures in which we live. 


It is interesting to note that today, as 
much as in the past, when people reject 
established rite and tradition as meaning- 
less, they promptly lay the basis for new 


forms, new ritual. Young people in 


particular fall into this pattern, even if 
they. do not, at the time, recognize that 
this is what they are doing. 


It is, | believe, instinctive.to us to 
ritualize activities which symbolize what 
we hold important. But if the initial 
impetus and enduring purpose are not 
constantly recalled and reaffirmed, the 
real significance of the rite is often lost 
through usage and the passage of time. 


WHEN THE IMPORT behind the 
observance is obscure or misunderstood— 
whether as a result of ignorance or 
misrepresentation—ritual and_ tradition 
can become pointless and irksome. 


But we make a ritual of things so that 
they may have and retain meaning. We 
need only examine our recognition of 
birthdays, and anniversaries; the custom 
of our commemorations; our addiction to 
certain forms and formalities and our need 
to stabilize them to integrate them more 
fully into our way of living. 


The ritual of the family meal. of 
Victorian times, with its hierarchy of 
authority and responsibility, its insistence 
on ‘‘correct’’ eating habits and respectful 
consideration of each person, was not 
mere formality. 


IT TAUGHT something very necessary 
about the disciplines of social existence, of 
concern for others and submission to 
rightfully constituted authority. It made a 
comment on family unity. and relation- 
ships, and on the family itself as a unit 
over and above its individual members: 


While encompassing each person in his 
own right, it placed him in his context 
within the group and at the same time 
underscored his uniqueness. 


The ‘‘old fashioned’’ custom. of 
courting, with the suitor’s formal an- 
nouncement of intention, the gradual 
relaxation of restrictions, the restrained 
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and respectful advance towards further 
intimacy, the required courtesies, may 
seem rigid enough to be amusing today, 
but they had a great deal to say of the 
need for gentleness and delicacy in the 
marital relationship, and of the solemnity 
and community aspect of the marriage 
commitment. 


WE TEND TO ritualize those things 
which have most influence in our lives, so 
_that their meaning may be reinforced and 
more readily comprehended. The more 
deeply we are affected, the more 
important the occasion, the greater the 
urge to bring it again and again to reality 
in ritual. 


Because we are most profoundly 
affected in the area of religious belief, 
ritual must always be a vital and essential 
element of our faith. 


Ancient pagan religions attached great 
importance to the imitation of divine 
models, so that their rites reflected the 
actions _and ‘attributes of their gods. 
Through ritual, they came to share in 
godly activities, and take their place in 
relationship to their god. 


Our own liturgies reflect the human 
drive to make contact with the divine and 
to anchor divine activity to the world in 
which we have our being. - 


LITURGIES OFFER ways of access to 
God. Carefully observed, liturgical rite 
represents a divine act and releases its 
inherent’ graces and powers to the 
participants. 


Each sacramental rite reveals another 
aspect of the covenantal relationship with 
God and brings to reality for us the gifts 
his love bestows. 


Just as in birthday celebration we 
rejoice in the fact of our birth and the 
reality of life, so in liturgical celebration 
we rejoice in the fact of our rebirth in 
Christ and the reality of his presence in 
our lives. : Mio) TO Ween

cannot fail to render this Episcopal Synod a very 
positive one. i 

It is also to be called positive because the synod, 
as it contemplates the immensity. of this task, has 
frankly recognized the difficulty of expressing in an 
immediate document all the aspects and obligations 
of evangelization. We regret that certain quarters” 
‘have wished to interpret this episode as a sign that 
the synod has not succeeded. Indeed this fact in no 
way detracts from the enormous richness and real 
validity of the work accomplished. 


THIS SYNOD has been positive because the 
Church has been alerted to many healthy currents of 
thought, which obviously concern the ‘‘munus 
docendi’’ of the episcopate closely united with the 
supreme magisterium of this Apostilic See. 


It has been positive because of the reaffirmed 
priority of the duty of communicating to mankind the 
joyful message to the word of God: the glad tidings 
of eternal life, that gives access to the paschal 
mystery, and of which we pastors are the humble, 
inadequate but authentic channel. 


It has been positive, because there exists today in 
the Church an awareness, a deeply felt sense of the 
additional duty of using all the external means that 
art, life and technology today put at our disposal, in 
order to spread the joyful news. 


IN A WORD, there has been a call to greater 
responsibility on the part of all, to more prayer, to a 
deeper interior life, to a greater spirit of poverty, 
self-denial, genuine love for the Church and souls, to 
greater fidelity to God’s word. 


_ There has been a harmonious exaltation of the 
Blessed Trinity, that in Christ calls people to the 
knowledge and sharing in its own life; there has 
likewise been an exaltation of the person and 
mandate of the Savior. For these reasons the 
predominant feeling at this moment is one of deep 


spiritual happiness, a happiness that expresses itself 
in a hymn of gratitude to God. 

We would not be objective if we did not note that 
some points demand a refining. Some, especially 


among those that have come out of the ‘‘circuli 
-minores,’’. must be better defined, nuanced, 


WE SINCERELY rejoice at the vitality of the 


_ particular Churches and of their ever more manifest 


will to assume all their proper responsibilities. At 
the same time we hope that proportionate care will 
be taken so that, in the furthering of this essential 
aspect of ecclesial reality, no harm will come to the 
firmness of the ‘‘communion’’ with other particular 
Churches and with the Successor of Saint Peter, to 
whom the Lord has entrusted the serious and 
enduring role. 


Thus we consider necessary a word on the need of 
finding a better expression of faith to correspond to 
the racial, social and cultural milieu. This is indeed 
a necessary requirement of authenticity and 
effectiveness of evangelization. It would, neverthe- 
less, be dangerous to speak of diversified theologies 
according to continents and cultures. 


‘The content of the faith is either Catholic or it is 
not. All of us.on the other hand have received the 
faith of a constant tradition: Peter and Paul did not 
transform it to adapt it to the Jewish, Greek or 
Roman world; but they watched vigilantly over its 
authenticity and over the truth of its single message 
presented in a diversity of languages. 


The Church goes into-action once again with joy 
and hope, with humility and courage, with firmness 
of faith, with confidence in the help of Christ and the 
intercession of Mary, with immense love, with a 
commitment of conversion and embracing recon- 
ciliation in the spirit of the Holy Year, the universal 
jubilee.

Question: 
Are all the prayers in the Mass from 
somewhere in the Bible? 


Most of them are not direct quotations 
from the Bible (except, of course for the 
readings) but represent to a great extent 
the ‘‘home-made’’ prayers used in the 
very early liturgies, especially eucharistic 
prayer No..1, much of which dates to the 
time of St. Ambrose and even earlier. 


Question: 

Please tell us the best way to dispose of 
blessed articles that are no longer used. It 
seems irreverent to just toss them in the 
trash, but there is no place to burn them. 


The ‘‘traditional’’ suggestion seemed to 
be, ‘‘Burn them or bury them!’’ When 
this cannot be done—which is often the 
case—it seems to me that the most 


practical and reverent thing to do is to 
wrap them and put them in the trash. It is 
interesting to note, incidentally, that the 
thrust of the revised document on 
indulgences looks more to the ‘‘blessing’’ 
of the person rather than an object. 


Question: 

After Communion one day the priest led 
us in a litany of praise. Frankly, | found 
that they intruded on ‘‘my time’’ with God 
in meditation after Communion. Is this a 
new Mass rubric or merely a local custom? 


It is an optional local custom and at least 
one missalette company prints suitable 
texts. | am not particularly enthusiastic 
about litanies or songs after Communion. 
The Mass sometimes becomes so ‘‘busy’’ 
that opportunity is not given—as we are 


instructed, incidentally—for moments of 
private prayer. However, the truly 
pastoral priest and his worship team 
should investigate as to what the people in 
a particular church want. 


Question: : 
Can practicing Catholics join the Masons? 

A letter from the Vatican’s Doctrinal 
Congregation says that Catholics may join 
Masonic lodges which are not anti- 
Catholic. The congregation notes that 


Canon 2335 (forbidding membership in ~ 


Masonic lodges) still is in force if a lodge 
opposes Catholics. Moreover, while 
laymen may join lodges, ‘‘clerics, 
religious and members of secular institut- 
es are still forbidden in every case to join 
any Masonic association.’’ 
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U.N. World Food Conference in Rome 


U.S. aid to crisis still uncommitted 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The United Nations World 
Food Conference in Rome is 
underway, and it still is 
unclear just how far the 
United States will go in 
helping to ease the current 
global food crisis. 


The U.S. has indicated a 
number of directions it will 
take, but the criticism raised 
by church groups and other 
organizations concerned with 
hunger is that the govern- 
ment has not said how much 
it will commit itself, or how 
much it is willing to spend. 


AMERICA HAS a tradition 
of feeding the world’s poor, 


but many believe that tradi- 
tion is in jeopardy from 
political pressures. 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, whose U.N. 
speech last spring was large- 
ly responsible for bringing 
about the conference, ~ has 
been criticized by some for 
playing ‘‘power politics’’ 
with food and implying that 
the U.S. would use food 
supplies as a_ political 


- weapon.

Otherwise, they feel, 
private firms can keep prices 
high to make a profit on such 
emergencies. 


It has also been largely 
agreed that developing na- 
tions need to increase their 
own food production. Most 
developing nations have low 
crop yields that can be 
greatly improved through the 
application of modern tech- 
nology and sufficient supply 
of fertilizer and pesticides. 


Another problem being 
studied at the conference is 
food spoilage during trans- 
portation, which ruins as 
much as 35 per cent of the 
food crop in some countries. 


Better nutrition education 
will also be studied because 
many people with seemingly 
adequate amounts of food 
are still not getting the 
proper nutrition—such as 
proteins and vitamins.

LA CAUSA POLITICA: A CHICANO 
POLITICS READER edited by F. Chris 
Garcia. Notre Dame, IN, Notre Dame 
University Press. 444 pages, $14.95. 


The - California Journal describes the 
millions of Mexican-American voters as “‘the 


sleeping giant,’’ and it warn§ that the 


sleeper is about to waken. Both political 
parties have taken this minority for granted, 
throughout the United States. 


This collection of political articles, many 
by gifted Mexican-American writers and 
politicians, shows how well the Chicano 
community is doing, both their recent 
successes and some past failures. The 
portent for the future is excellent. 


There are some startling weaknesses in 
this anthology. The only extensive treatment 
of the Catholic Church and this ethnic 
minority is a 1968 appeal by Cesar Chavez, 
and much has happened since then. The 
history of third parties in the United States is 


dismal, but nothing is said to warn the 


~ Chicanos that this is a dead end street. And 


finally, the book lacks an index which is very” 
disappointing in so academic a book.
